Fari!], Jan. 19.— The Fanima canal trial 
was resumed tcday. Maitre Barboux in n 
few words oooiplimented the Court upon 
tlje faimesa of its rulings In tho cuse, then 
dashed into an exposition of his lino of de- 
fence. Ho argued tit niuoli lcnt;lli that it 
was not ulono moral couditiona that hud led 
to tho arrest and prosecution of tho ac- 
cused. Political consitlerations, ho de- 
clared, bad much to do with the prosecu- 
tion, and he eDnphntioally insisted that the 
men he was defending should not he 
made scapeRoats for the advantage of any 
party or faction, or to advance the designs 
of ambitious men. Hu maiutuined 
that tho probity of liiu client.s 
was in no wise alTectpd by tho indictment 
on which tliey were Htanding trial. Con- 
tinuinj;, .M. 1!.m1>uu.x declared that the con- 
struction of the I'anaiiKi canal was far re- 
moved from spc'ciilative aims. Jii itn inc.?p- 
tion and progrcta the Bcheiiu had en honnr- 
ablu foundalio!!, thejuj^li ; iieciilu; ion arose 
from il. M. llarbou.'c culngi/.ed T'erdinaiul 
do LeaaoiiH aa a. m.in of tliu hipjlieat char- 
acter. ,So keen waa his aeiiae of honor that 
on apfjcarinj; before the niafjiatralc at the 
opening of the in(iuiry he was ovcrv.-tudnicd. 
For tVTo nionthu he had not, left liia Ijcd, 
and during that time he had not uttered 
onu word. Had the ureat Fronchman been 
able to appear in eoiirt the whole uudienee 
would have riiien to salute tlie glory of hi-j 
fame. 

M. Stephanie, I'rappcr'a clerk, who tea- 
tilled yesterday that he ve a liat (.f eoMi- 
prumised depulicj to M. ( 'lonieiieean, wan 
recalled to-day by the ranuma rarliamentary 
Coinmisaion of Impiiry. He reiterated in 
detail ilia statement as to the list received 
by him from Barou de Reinach and its de- 
livery to M. Clemenceau, contradicting in 
every particular tho denials yesterday made 
by Clemenceau before the Coniniiasion. 
Deputy Gaillard, it hose name was found in 
the note book in M. Arton's book, who dis- 
pensed 1, .').")(), 000 francs to Deputies, told 
the conimisiion that he had dealings witii 
Arlon in conneelion with the Pana- 
m.\ matter. He liad known Arton 
to lie a good judge of piclurca and a keen 
lurgniner, and liad therefore comniisaioncd 
lii'n to buy for '2,(1110 francs two pieturea by 
Wiene, exhibited in the .'■^akiii of ISSS. 
Thia waa the matter, undoubtedly, Deputy 
( liilUrd said, to wliich M, Arton referred 
in hia note book. 

I/i Liberie Hays the police liavo. learned 
where Arton i-i and his I'xtradition will be 
doinanded forthwith. \VIii|e nol stating 
detiuilely the fact, il i.s sungealed that, ho is 
in London, and has been in comuuinicatioii 
with Cornelius llerz. 

^Tho Cocardo publialics a letter signed 
" Cornelius Heiz," in which Herz is repre- 
Bcnted p.H acknowledging th.it ho received 
U, 111)0, 1)00 francs from Haron defleinach. This 
sum, however, tlie letter tays, was p.iid on 
private ae.jount and waa in no way con- 
nected with Pauaiim allairs. The letl(!r 
alleges that Herz know nothing of the uses 
to which Panania funds were put, and de- 
nies that Herz drove Baron do 
Reinach to his death by blaclcmail- 
ing him. On tho contrary, Reinach 
had tried to poiaou Ueiz, although erenlu- 
aliy he was induced to pay the latter wha'. 
ho owed him. In conoluaion, tlie letter n - 
qucafa three weeks grace in which Hiu /. 
will arrange and aend to Paris dooumentH 
which will vindicate him. Tho letter bears 
iiilerii d e\ iili-nee of haviii ; been written by 
Her/.. Iltlurwise ila ai.t henlieily rc'.ls on 
the (..'oe.iidij's assertion alene. 

La France publidies an inb rviev.- with 
M. Anihieux, ex pref.M.'l of peliee. .M. 
Andrieu.\ taya t'nat duri'.i,' bi^' ree.jnt vi;,it 
in Lcjndon be found llei/. to be leallv '>ei-y 
ill. Herz had dini.d that he had re- 
ceiveil 11(101 (.'lenieneeau tlie Vwl of 
names which M. Andri.aix liail 
eo.i.inunicated to the parliament iry 
eoinnii.'J.d('n of inquiry. lleji-. inol said thai 
if iieeeii-tary h>' euuld relui ii to France Willi - 
out being extradiled. He had ul'.vay.j acted 
honestly and had not been a foreign spy. 

The chief ucoountant of the Pauunui canal 
deposed to tho commission tho manner in 
which anonynioua checks were entered in 
the b(H)ka. 'I liese elieeii.-, lo tin: 1e at of Ins 
recollection, had not. been nunieroiia. He 
ulso gavo the details of the purchase of the 
telegraph. 

The Conimisaion decided to call upon M. 
Andrieux to toatify again, particularly in 
regard to tho list wliion M. Stephanie aaid 
that ho had handed to M. Clemenceau. 
Deputy Ernest Valle informed tho Coinmis- 
Bion that M. Baihutt had refused to recog- 
nize the jurisdiction of the Seine assizes. 

\\'lien M. Andrieux's list of 104 compro- 
mised deputiea was shown to M. Stephanie 
to-day in the Farliaineiitary Commission of 
Imiuiry he leeiignized it as a eopy of the 
list wliieh Hal on de l\(dnach (li.:tated lo 
him, and whieli he j;ave to -M . ( 'lenieiiceau. 
.M. AH'-cniu, cliiel bool; per h.r M . I'rop- 
pi't, Il '!l ili.'il lie Lire the ( 'iinui.is ;i(,n that ,M. 
.Ste|)liani<' Inul nier.tini.cd theliil lo liiin be- 
fore LSIll), but, he liad noL ii.eiilioncd any 
uame.i- 

iM. Andrieux, in nil intervie'.i t Ilia even- 
ing, expriaaed his .'^ai idaet ion that. M . 
.Kl .•pli.tnie had .':o e\:;ctly emilinneil lii.s vv\' 
deuce an regards Iho bribery of the l(i| 
deimtiea ami tho liat of their naiiiea M. 
Andrieux e.xonertttca M. Clemenceau from 
all dialioneaty in conneelion with the 
acandiil, but is c(pnvinc,,-d that iSI. liouvier 
liaiidh'd I'ome !)0O,(l!l() fi'anca of I'ananui 
money. iM. Andrieux said that ho advised 
CornoiiuB Herz to go to America so ua to 
escape tho posailiility of being extradited. 
Herz, however, had refused lo go, aaying 
that i:c had perfect confidence la ISnglisfa 
juatiee. 

Kopublicaos, ignorine personal difTer- 
ences, are rallying to the oauso of the Gov- 
ernment. M. Gobiot states that he will not 
associuto himself with a campaign designed 
to provoke a presidential crisis. This sen- 
timent is generally expreaacd by other 
prominent men. The detection of royali;d 
plotting at homo and tho inereaaiiig 
intereat in all'iiirs abroad havi: iiervi d 
to weaken tho hohl of the Panama seaiiibil 
on tho public mind, iind llie eiieiiiies of the 
Government alao tind tho public inoro iu- 
credulous iu view of the earnest prosecution 
of de LcGsepa and aaaooiates, of the asaer- 



tiona tiiat Froaident Carnot or hia ministry 
have anything to conceal. 

In view of the developnicntH of the trial 
attention lias been called to the part which 
Ferdinand do Leaseps got the clergy totuko 
in helping hia aoheino. Do Losseps and hia 
whole family went prominently to high 
mass at the iMadelaino all tho time the 
bubble waa being blown. Tho ehriatoning 
of each of the aucceaaive eliildren of the fiMii- 
ily was celebrated at tlio nunciature by 
S[ieeial license. A prelate waa in one instance 
aal;ed to bo godfather. .Speculation in 
I'unama options, it ia auid, went on at tho 
Vatican. A marfpiiso who left to the Popo 
a mauaion in tho Place do hi Concorde waa 
advised to convert hor oirering of 40,000 
francs a year to the Peter's pence fund into 
Panama paper. Of course, tho com- 
pany was expected to pay lieavily niid 
aiiBivcred to the expectations. The run 
of priests on the Panama ollicea was ao 
great that arrangements were being made 
for a special oflice and a secretary to re- 
ceive ttiem when the collapse came. 

Be Lesseps also sent out in a most sen- 
sational way brfsades of Sisters of Charity 
to tho hospital at the canal works. An ap- 
peal waa one day made through a religious 
)i ipcr to the zeal and devotion of the 
Daughters of St. Vincent de' Paul. The 
nexti day there were 33 volunteers, who 
were taken to Saint Nazairo the following 
lay to embark. Tho cyea of the 
("atliolic world of I'Vaiice were for an hour 
riveted on the jioor hendiies, wlio wei e then 
forj^otlen until another brigade ot volunteers 
waa needed, for yellow fever had no more 
a[)ared them than other whites on the iath- 
iiuia in (he unhealthy aeason. There was a 
:all once for chaplains, but not with so much 
Hucooas. 

It luia boon claimed that the connection of 
the deputies accused of corruption iu ihe 
Paimnia ali'.dr took plaee in ISSS, on the oc- 
laion of the passage of the lottery loan. 
'J'he parliamentary law of I,SS9, bearing on 
traliicking with tiie elective mandate, ia 
tliertforo inapplicable in their case, but 
clause 177 of the penal code punishes with 
civil degradation all public functionaries 
guilty of venality. 

I.oMioN', Jan. 20. — A dispatch to the 
Daily Xows from Paris states that there are 
signs of an endeavor to create an agitation 
out of the Egyptian affair in order to wean 
]iublic attention from the Panama scandal. 
Among the Arton checks last aeizod, saya 
the dispatch, is ono for LiOO.OOi) franca, 
payable to a celebrated t boa trical beauty. 
This ia the lirat proof of the ei>iiiiect ion 
of a woiiiiui with the .scandal, but hardiv 
the last, aa the bate.'i of eliecka to be ex- 
amined next by M. Framiueville will un- 
doubtedly coiupromise some aoeiety people 
of both sexes (Jn the eounterfoil of the 
actiea.i'a idieck ia a meiuoranduiu to tl;a 
ed'ect thai the 'J()l),()l)il francs were a eom- 
mi.sjion paid in acivauce of a |)uichuao of 
lottery bonds by a wealthy young diilie.

— The value of exports 
for the past six months show an increase of 
two millions and a half, the imports an in- 
crease of a half million.

A Strong Hand and Will Needed At 
the lli'ail or Af- 
fail's. 

Mouai'fliist Oi'frani'/.iif ion Coiuidete 
— 'I'lic, Way I'rcpiircd For 
I'liuee of Orleans- 

1'a!'.!';, .Jan. H). — The Comte d'Ausaon- 
ville, leader of tin,' Meiiarehisl jeirty and 
general representative of the Comte de 
Paris, has formulated the Orleaniat pro- 
gramme io a long leader to M. Edouard 
ILave, ("lit or of I.e Soleil. After drawing 
a il.irk ]iieture of tho cnrru[)lioii revealed 
by tb.e Fill lie ■- ('an d iuvcati.;ation:- i.nd the 
coii';,.M|iieii' ■nn.'-teriiat ion among tlie true' 
fi ienda of France, he denies tlie charge tiuit 
the Monarchists have tried to aggra- 
vate the scandal. The role of con- 
epirntor was Congenial neither to him- 
self nor to any of bis friends. 
Nnbo.ly could doubt that the time had 
come when a strong hand and a strong 
will were needed at the iiead of tho French 
peeple. The attention of the nation at 
1 ii;:n waa abaorbed by the government now 
in I'ower ; all having anything to Inae were 
.ilariiied by the .Socialist war now waged 
agiiiuat ca|iital. The (lovernmenl had no 
poieer to Kteiii this moveiiient. 

The MoiiareliistH ought lo assuir.e the 
le.idershi]) ami liirection iif jiublic opinion in 
thia eiiiMgeiicy. A league to sustain 
public iiiLegriiy and to protect aoeiety 
sboiild be fiiriiied, aa the ( lovern- 
nient waa ai sorbed in cares for tho public 
defi'uee. 'J'lie oi gaiiiz ilion of the Moii- 
arebial movement was complete and tlie 
Miiiiaichiata should now seek to make nil 
the (jinaervative and Liberal alliances ]ioaai- 
lilo wilhoiil distinction. I'leciac inatiuc- 
lion should ho iaaued before the beuinniiig 
of tho general electiona. It wmild be pre- 
mature to submit a plan for a form of gov- 
ernment so far in advance of the electiona, 
especially when the Conservatives them- 
selves had not agreed upon any ono form. 
Meantime, it was neceaaury to prepare for 
tho conflict and for unforeaccn eincr- 
gcnoies, as a violent crisis was in- 
cvitablo.

Tho road from 
Kaalo to Bear Lake City makea a firat-olaas 
sleigh road. (1. W. Hughes ia entitled to 
all tho credit for tho fact that tho mines are 
shipping ore out and getiing suppliea in 
this winter. Ho ia a man who does not say 
much, but ho has done a wholo lot. He is 
taking supplies from Kaslo for two and a 
half conta a pound, and to mines from 
which lie is shipping ore, for nothing. 
V/hon he started in the wagon road was 
about three miles below Boar Lake, and 
there was no probability of its being put 
through ; ho cut out the timber 
along tho lino of the road and 
ran his sleigh road tlirough on the snow. 
On Monday, tho !)(,h of January, the first 
four-horao team went through. I happened 
to bo standing with Mr. Hughes at tlie time, 
and ho pointed it out to me as the lhat. 
Mr. Hughes has now got everything down 
to a fine point, corrals, stables, stores and 
rela}B all arranged to expedite transit. 
His sleigh road to Carpenter's Forks, from 
Rear Lake City, connects with the 
sleigh road to Cody Creek, built 
by J Im Wardner, and since Mr, Huglios 
bought Jim Wardner out, he bus 
his system for tho transportation of 
ore con;plote.

The ai;.ilyKi3 of Victoria water made by 
Measrs. H. S. Kioli .t Co. shows that the 
water of Klk Lake when it gets to the oity, 
after having passed through the "swamp," 

ia alniost as pure a3 water can he. It con- 
tiiins inliniteaimally smM jnoi ortioua of 
miucral Miibdta'.u,-c.s wliieh are iierfectly 
harinU=3, ami the .Linlvdl pronouuc-ea it 
" free from uoxioua baetori.^1 eoatamiuation. 
It is the bacterial contamination in water 
or milk, or any other liquid, that doea 
the mischief. These bicteria are the gornia 
of cholera, typUoid (over, scarlet fover, 
cliphtlieri.i, etc. Tli-y are invisible to tho 
iiukeil eye, W.Ucr in.iy l.eek-ar, hpukling, 
aud eV"!i pleaaant to the tuale, and yet hj 

•full of tne 3teds of disease. It ia only tlio 
•micro.'icoii..-, iu the hands of a skilled analyst 
or biologist, that reveals the existence of 
these mischievous disease germs. liiey are 
now well Unown to the niicroscopiat, whi 
cxn (liatiiiLjuiih i)ne. kind from am'thor al- 
most a-! readily as a botiwiiat can distinguisli 
tho ililiineiit orders of plants. 

The Victorii water was analysed for the 
■express purpose of findint; out whether it 
ds pure or not. The analysis was not made 
to be published, but for tlie information of 
private persons, and we are aa.nured that 
the analysts are in every respect ooinpeteni. 
We are diaposed to place faah iu this an- 
alysi.'J of the water supplied to Victoria, be- 
cause it is exactly such as might be ex- 
pected from the situation of the lake and 
■the nilure of its eourcca of supply. It re- 
•deivcs no impure matter. Tho Htreama that 
empty into it carry with them some of tho 
component parts of tlie soil and the rocks 
through which they run, but they are 
«weet and wholesome throutjhout their 
«oarae. The gentle rain from heaven con- 
tains no impurities, and the chief source of 
the supply of Elk Lake is that rain, holding 
in solution infinitesimal <|iiantitics of foreign 
substances taken up a.s it trickles through 
the earth or flows through the rocks. 

The analysis should satisfy the majority 
of the citizaus, but if there are any who 
■till believe the water supplied to them by 
the oity contains impurities and is unwhole- 
some, they can, with very little expenae, 
get a quantity of it analyaed by men wluwe 
competency and whose integrity cannot he 
«alled in question.

Initwe tru.st 
that too much time will not be loat iu 
uegotiutiions. Tho summoning of tho resi- 
dent engineer, Mr, Gamble, to Ottawa is an 
indication that the Government are alive lo 
tho ini])()rt»nuo of the subject, and that the 
work ia lilcely lo t;o on without unnecessary 
ilelay. Mverywliere prepiir,\tiona are being 
made to guard against an invasion of cliol- 
era next spring. It will uot do to leave tho 
western entrance of the Dominion un- 
guarded. 

A COMPARISON. 

There are people in the oity who com- 
plain of the cost of our public schools. They 

aeem lo tliink that the eili/, tiiH pay a goed 
(leal more for eiliu-.il ion th.ui tluy <]ui;lil lo. 
Hot perhaps they would change their niinda 
if they saw what some of tho cities of tho 
Kast pay for the maintenance of education. 
Wo see in tho Hamilton Spectator of a late 
date that tho expenditure on the public 
achooh of that city last year waa the very 
considerable sum of $i;)."),i)()S, The appro- 
priation for the public aelioola was 1 U1,;)UU, 
and the expenditure was fl 17,."i.'!l>. Tho ex- 
pense of uiiintuining tlie Udlegiato Insti- 
tute, which is really the High School, was 
$18,4.31. Tho appropriation was §19,500. 
Although the expenditure on the schooLs of 
lliuiiilton was so large, the Speetnlor not 
only doea not coin|)laiii of its amount, but 
givea tho kloard of Mduealion and the City 
C.)uncil credit for economy. 

Hamilton is, it is true, a much lorgcroity 
than Victoria. Its population is, according 
to tho laat census, 4.S.000. This gives tho 
nor capita expenditure on education in Ham- 
ilton, $'_'..SL 

We .iee by the city aecounta that the ex- 
penditure lor education iu X'ictoria was 
$23,73.S. This, allowing its population to 
bo as it is sot down iu the census, 16,.SI1 
(.vhieh we all lielieve to li3 '2'i per cent, be- 
low the present population), giveiian expen- 
dituro per head of about SI. 10, or oiie-lialf 
of u hal y paid ])er liead in Hamilton. It 
may be objected lliat the whole of tho 'iX- 
pcnditure forfcducation is not set down in 
tho city accounts, as the Government in 
this Province pays half tlie tea oil- 
ers' salaries, which would biing the 
expenditure up to 8:!7,S(;:i. Tin; aeliools 
of the Ontario eitiia .dso rc-ceived 
government aid, but wiietlier the ^rant 
from tho Provincial treasury ia iucluiUd 
in tlio SI :!,'), 'JOS wo are unable to say 
But we rather think it is not. If the Ham 
ilton oity accounts are kept in the same way 
as those of Victoria, the government grunt 
is certainly not included in the sum w 
have named. However, let the case bo as it 
may, Victorians are not required to pay 
mote heavily towards the education of their 
children than tho ratepayers of other 
cities of the Dominion, and there ia 
no reason to complain, provided the 
money is carefully exp'.nilni. \\'e do 
not think that there has been tnything to 
coinplaiuof svilh regard to Hchoul cxpeniiiliu e 
in the past, and wo are quite satisfied that 
as long as the present Board of Trustees arc 
in office, tho citizens will get good value for 
every dellar spent on the public schools.

cused for saying mildly and hypothoiicaly 
that Canada may not have been well gov- 
erned, but ho said what many Canadians 
ire apt at times to foigot, which ia, that 
whatever llnue haa been wrong in the gov- 
ernnient of the l)(.Mninion tho fault is not in 
the system, but in the people themselves. 
Tlie government of Canada is what the peo- 
ple of Canada make it. Under their 
.-iy.ateni of i^jovernnient they can 
have inure leadily and iiHiic surely lluiii 
moat peoples, thu government and tbepolicy 
which are in aflcordatioe with their prinoi- 
(ilea and their wishes. It can bo said of 
Canada, with more truth than of mpst coun- 
tries, that it has as good u government as 
it deservea to hive. If its people want a 
hotter giiveriiiiii'ijt Ibaii I bey h ive at any 
particular time they can have it much more 
(|uiekly and more easily than tho people of 
the United States caii under similar circum- 
stances. It follows, then, that the men who 
arc porpotually growling against the gov- 
eriuiiciit of the country are virtually con- 
demning the people of tho country. 

Mr, Mills, whether cimacioualy or uncoii- 
scioiialy, puta in a very ttrikiii:; way the 
true issue that wiis before the electors of 
Canada at the last general election. " The 
people," he said, "may have failed in their 
duty, hilt ihiy hive not so far dep:irted 
from the jiath c.f rectitude us to [Hit their 
honor in the market." Hut their honor

" On December ;n, 1891, there were ;)74 
policies in force, covering inauriuico to the 
amount of S1G2,S)(W, and at the eiul of the 
year jiiMt closed wc liiul 'M'.i policioa, cover- 
ing S !.")(), SliW. On account of the depre.-i- 
Bioii whicli folloKod the unfortunate visita- 
tion of siuallpox last sniiinier tlie_ laat 
(|uarlei- of the ye ir waa not up to anticipa- 
tions, and it has been found most dillicult 
to collect prcnuu\iia and interest. Stocks 
of gooda have been allowed to run down 
and insurance ilropped, thus curtailing the 
business to be done. 

"Thu question of incendiary lirea luia re- 
ceived the ciirneat conaideratiun of the 
board, and, nUhough thi.i company has not 
BUfiferctl any losses from causes attributable 
to incendiarism, still the board consider it

Croft V. Hi^mlin k Uourohier— Action on 
a promissory note specially made payable at 
the Bank of Montreal lietc H'tt plainilu 
applied to Walkeni, J., for leave to uign 
iudcment against the dofendant.s the 
makera of the n6te, under Order XIV. The 
writ waa in other respects Sll!iiC'>-'n"y tn- 
(lorsed specially under Order 111, but there 
waa no endor.=i.mcnt stating th.it the note 
hat! been ^jresented for payment at the 
bank. \Va|l-ni, d . l.du-ed leave to ^v^ix 
ludgment. ' The pbuntill appealed. 

Mr. Irvin-, b'r i.pP'-d; Iho jud;40 
below was naslod by the :.r.th..riiRs in tr.e 
Enrdish courts. The Cu.adian statute, 
1890, diflcra frmn tlio Iv.;;!;,!! st;.tutc. as 
-will be seen by merely statin;; tue two cn- 
actmenta. Tbe V.u^i^h act, ..ad^ thus: 
Where a promlsBory note IS in the imdy oi 
it made payable at a particular place, it 
must be presented for payment at. that 
place (in order to render the maker liable). 
In any other case presentment for payment 
is not necessary in order to render the 
maker liable. 

The Canadian statute (ISOO) ia as follows: 
Section S(j. Where a promiaaory note ia in 
the b jdy of it made payable at a particular 
place, it must be presented for payment at 
that place. But the maker is not discharged 
by the omission to present the note for pay- 
ment on tlio day that it matures. But if 
any suit or action is instituted thereon 
against him before prt sfnt.iMn'i, the via:- 
thereof shall lie in liu; di- 1:: ei inn uf tlie 
court. If no place of p.iyment is speciliul 
in the body of the note, presentment for 
p.iynient is not necessary in order to render 
the maker liable. 

It will bo seen that the wo'ds of the I'ng- 
lish Act whi^h are placeil betu een br.ick- 
Ots ftre omitted in the Canadian Act: and 
that omissirjii ia suiely very exprc.- ne. 
And then the Canadian Act proceeds to de 
clare that the neglect of due presentment by 
the holder ia not" to discliarge the maker. 

Per Curiam : Tiie omi'-.don in the Can- 
ada statute of the bracketeil words may 
have been due to the opinion that they were 
unneceaaary. In fact , the cuitncss of the 
Canadian "enactment adds, I think, to its 
emphasis! "Where a particular place for 
presentment ia named in tbe body of tlie 
note, it must be preaented at that place.'' 
Any addition to that could only weaken its 
effect. The provision which immediately 
fnllf.wa btia. I think, been misunderstood by 



vationa on another point in that case, as to 
the neces.dty of re-servieo of a writ when 
the eiiilurfcincntj have iieen so altered ua to 
make it in fact a new writ. Ibis appeal 
wdll be dismiiised in the usual way ; but wo 
cau save tbe plaintitV the necessity of a 
separate application for leave to amend the 
endorsements, and we give leave at once.

"If it shall be considered that the above 
sections, or either of them, apart from Dom- 
inion legislation, were vllru rire-', either in 
whole or in part, does tlie Federal Statute, 
(.")t and a.") Vic, Cap. 2S) validatj them, 
and to what extent '.' 

" Ia the jurisdiction of a County Court 
Judge in British Columbia, when acting 
under the 'Speedy Trials Act,' confiDed 
to the county to which his commission ex- 
tends ? Or — 

"{«) May he exercise jurisdiction under 
the ' Speedy Trials Act ' in other parts of 
the province, and what is the proper inter- 
pretation to be put on the term 'any Jndge 
of a County Court' occurring in Sec. 2 (a) 
and (5) 'Speedy Trials Act ' ? " 

The judgment of tbe court was delivered 
on December 1."!, 1892, by Strong, J. (now 
C. J.) 

"Ill anawer to questions I and 2, I am 
of opinion that both section 14 of the 
County Courts Act (Con. Stats, of Brit|ah 
Cebnubia, chap. 2,")) aa amended by 54 Vic- 
toria, chapter 7, section 1 (The County 
Court Amendment Act, 1S91 ) and section 
of the County Courta Amendment Act, 
1S90 (,'i:! Victoria, cap. S), wero within the 
powera of the LeL;i.il.viure of British Colum- 
bia, and 1 am of opiuiou that- they are so 
iiiira i-ir'^ independent of any Federal leg- 
islation. 

".Myreiisous for this opinion are that 
such legislation waa a valid exercise of the 
power conferreil upon the provinces by suli 
sec. U of see 92 of the B. N. \. Act , whereby 
provincial legislatures were empowered l.i 
make laws regarding the adminiatiai ion of 
justice in the provinces, including the con- 
stitution, maintenance *ud organixiiion of 
provincial courts both of civil and criminal 
jurisdiatiou, and including civil procedure 
in those courts. The powura of the Federal 
Government respecting provincial courts 
are limited to the appointment ami p .y- 
ment of the judges of those courts and to the 
regulation of their procedure in criminal 
matters. The jarisdiction of Parliament to 
legislate as regards the juriadiotion of prn- 
viucial courta ia, I oonaider, excluded by 
sub-sec. 14 of feoc. 92 before referred to, 
inasmucli aa the constitution, mninten.ince 
and organization of provincial cinirta jilaiiily 
includes the power to detino the jurisdieciou 
of such courts ten itorially as well as in 
other respects. This seems to me too plain 
to re(|uire demonstration.

BEOSSBL'S BREAD BIOT. 

All Attack Upon the Bonrso Bepellcd by the 
Armed Soldiery. 

Buu.ssEUS, Jan. 19.— Early this ; evening 
HOO unemployed persona gathered at the 
Place de lb Constitution and were addressed 
by severiil anarchist auitatora. Tho Bpeakcra 
told thorn that tho city belonged to the 
workers and exhorted them to take all the 
food and clothes they needed froni tho 
ahopa. The nieu raised the cry " To the 
Ijourae ! " About a dozen men drew bundles 
of rcdUags from their coats and distributed 
them and the mob started down tiio Avenuo 
du Midi, waving the flags and shouting 
»gainat tho capitaliBts. At tho Place 
Kouppo Bovou gens d' annos tried to stop 
the mob, but they wore thrown 
down and beaten before tlioy could 
draw their sworda. A call for 
reinforcements was sent to tho central po- 
lice station, and sixty gensd'armes roaohcd 
tho Bourao just as the foremost men in the 
mob were mounting the stcp.i. The gensd'- 
armes drew their sabres and ordered tho 
mob to disperse. The men still pushed 
their way up the steps. Tho gensd'armes 
then charged, cutting right and left. The 
workingmen fought back witlt clubs and 
stones. Several gensd'armes were slightly 
wounded and many workingmen were cut. 
A gcnsd'arme knocked down the leader with 
the fl&t of his sword and captured the largo 
red Hag which the man had carried at the 
head of tho mob. After n ten minutes' 
struggle tho rioters were dispersed. Mean- 
time the Socialist and .\nnrchist Rpeakers 
had incited some 'JOII iiieii about half a mile 
from the Bourae to attack the shops. They 
broko into six bakers' shopa, took all the 
bread they wanted and t hrcw t lie real into 
the street. As they started for another 
shop the police appeared with drawn swords 
and dispersed them. 

MTRUl'Ui AND SL'ICIDE. 

An Kngllsh Teacher Supposed to Have Killed 
Ills Wife and Cblld and Then 
Taken 'I'otBon. 

London, Jan. 19. — Intebse excitement 
was caused to-day at Hove, a suburb of 

I'rightou, and in Urighton itself, by the 
discovery of a triple tragedy tlmt has been 
enacted at the former place. Arthur 
Black, B. Sc., a teacher of classics, his wife 
and bis son, iigi.'d two years, were found 
dead in tluir boine, this morning, by aonio 
of iheneigblM.s who called at the house. 
The child was found lying in a disordered 
bed. He had been staldicd in the n(;ck and 
tlic bedding Mid the llcnr were drenched 
with his blood. The body of .Mrs. Black, 
with the head horribly battered, was lying 
on the lloor of a room aljovc that in which 
the body of her son was found. The only 
garment on tho body was a night-drtss. 
From the appearance of the wounds on the 
head it is thought she was beaten to death 
with a lianoncr. Oil the ll..or above lay 
the body of Bhuk. Ho, too. \c,isina night- 
shirt. Ho bad bled piduicly fiom the nose 
and mouth; but there were no wounds visi- 
ble. On a table beside l;im was a bloody 
hammer, and a table knife, also liraring 
liluiidsl.iins, was st.iiidin;; on a chair beside 
the table. It is the general opinion that 
Black murdered his wife and child and then 
committed suicido by taking poison. The 
couple had another child, whoae life was un- 
doubtedly saved by the fact that it was 
away from borne on a visit.
